A total of $67,015,151 has been 
spent on actual construction through 
the highway board since its establish- 
ment in 10919, the report said. This

ernment, $21,385,482. Participation 
by the state has been-confined almost 
entirely to the past three years, dat- 
ing from the increase in the gasoline 
tax. The state now is contributing 
more than $6,500,000 annualy, Mr.

CIES GALORE 


Even our medical textbooks, the 
very best and latest authoritative 
works, are full of errors-and quaint 
fancies or theories that the authors, 
or more likely their industrious secre- 
taries, hace carried over into the new 
text from some older “authority.” 
‘Right there, indeed, is the source ot 
and the reason for a vast deal of mis- 
understanding—the custom of ac- 
cepting the views or opinions of au- 
thorities without examining these prv- 
nouncements in the light of our own 
knowledge or commdn sense. 

In the field of nutrition and diet 
it seems that almost everybody is an 
authority these days—teachers, nurses, 
dentists, merchants, cooks, econo- 
mists, writers, actors, mail order m-u, 
physical culture faddists, near doctera, 
queer doctors, some times even real 
doctors.

I suppose the author is a 
teacher. She writes: 

‘The important factor in attainging 

the new feminine figure is a well bal- 
anced diet. Now that it is no longer 
fashionable to be bony, we can eit 
the good substantial starches, such as 
potatoes, macaroni and bread. thourh 
in limited pertions; otherwise the 
danger of overweight will confront 
us. 
_So far it reminds me of the trick 
advice the old-time docter handed out. 
“Secure plenty of fresh air,” he urge:l, 
“but beware of drafts.” 

The nutrition authority 
with her advice: 

“Starches must not be more abun- 
dant in.the diet than the green vege- 
tables, such as spinach, string beans, 
kale, cabbagae, and cauliflower. The 
latter contain the vitamins that pro- 
vide us with.energy, growth and nour-.

Attendance Cut Down By 
Chilly Day as Lid Is 
Lifted.

New York, April 16.—-(United 
News.)—The 1929 baseball season 
opened disastrously teday., ll of the 
eastern games were rained out, while 
near freezing weather marred three of 


the four openings in the west. 

The unseasonable weather reduced 
the aggregate attendance to less than 
100,000, with half this\number packed 
into’ Wrigley field to see the Pitts- 
burgh Pirates beat the Chicago Cubs, 
4 to 3. 

Twenty-five thousand. shivering 
fans watched Grover Cleveland Alex- 
ander, oldest pitcher in the National 
league, begin his nineteenth maior 
league campaign by pitching the St. 
Louis Cardinals top a 5 to 2 victory 
over the Reds at Cincinnati. 

Only 25,000 fans turned out for 
the two American league openings. A 
crowd of 17.000 braved the cold 
weather at Cleveland to witness the 
Indians’ 1l-inning triumph over the 
Detroit Tigers, 5 to 4. A bare 7,000 
attended the opening at St. Louis, 
where the Browns defeated the Chi- 
cago White Sox, 3 to 1. Weather 
permitting, the opening games post- 
noned at New York, Washington, Bos- 
ton and Philadelphia today will be 
played tomorrow. 


YANKEE PARK SOAKED.

It was cold enough

but Roaring Joe Kiefer, who 
worked for the Crackers, thought it 
was July. The stout right arm that 


turned back the Brooklyn Robins 
last Wednesday in Atlanta was whip- 
ping in a baseball that: chilled the 
hopes of some 7,500 Chattanooga fans 
who risked pneumonia to see the 
game. He was pitching that baseball 
with all the ease that ‘a real pitcher 
has. It was dancing in there with a 
good hook and a change of pace that 
had the Lookouts popping them up 
and rolling them out to the infield. 


CRACKERS BACK KIEFER. 


The Crackers were behind him like 
a college team so far as spirit was 
concerned, There was none who would 
have thought of them as veterans. 
They were hustling behind Joe Kiefer 
and the infield handled plays with 
unusual speed. 

Give the veteran ball player credit, 
He knows what to do in training. He 
saves himself and when the hell rings 
he can really put ont for dear old 
Yale. and does. Bill Marriott was 
handling plays like a boy of 20 sum- 
mers. Johnny Jones was catching flr 
bafis in left field. The boys hustled 
for Kiefer and Good. 


ONLY SIX HITS. 


There were but 35 men who went 
to bat against Joe Kiefer. Only six 
of them got hits. Two of them scored. 
Two of the others got as far as third. 
That's the stdry of Joe Kiefer's pitch- 
ing. He struck out but two. He was 
making them swing and making them 
hit balls that were easy outs. 

He got away to a doubtful start 
in the first inning, hitting one and 
walking another. After that he was 
burning them up. It was beautiful 
pitching. 

It was Manager Jimmy Johnston 
whom Kiefer hit in -that first inning 
and it was enough to put him out 
of the game. The ball struck his 
arm just above the’ wrist and he quit 
the game, being unable to throw. 

The Lookouts were never in the 
ball game. They started old Art De- 
catur. a right-hander, who was re- 
leased by the Rochester club last sea- 
son. It was too cold for Art Deeatur. 
He looked tall and blue out there on 
the hill and he wasn’t long there, the 
(Crackers knocking him out with a 
sustained batting rally in the third 
inning. one of-the two big ones the 
club had. 


CRACKERS HIT WELL. 


Twelve hits were accumulated by 
the Crackers. Max Rosenfeld led. witt 
three singles and a sacrifice. Dick 
Wade got a double and a single and 
Bill Marriott had a couple of sin- 
gles. The others were scattered. 

The Crackers have been berated in 
the past for failure to hit in the 
pinches. They did just that Tuesday. 
It was hitting in the pinch that drove 
in five runs in two innings. 

Four base hits came in 
gun fashion in the seeond afrer the 
Lookouts had driven the populace 
hysterical by getting over a run in 
the first inning.

Sought To Have Inman Pay 
$25,000 to Attorneys for

Reno, Nev., April 16.—(@)—A mo- 
tion filed by Mrs. Helene Garnet 
Patton Clarke Inman, asking’ that 
Walker P. Inman. of New York, - be 
required to pay $25,000 to her attor- 
neys to contest his diverce suit. was 
denied last night by District Judge 
George A. Bartlett.

Copper Prices Fall. 


Copper fer export - dropped from 
19 5-8 cents tv 18.50 cents a pound, 
with the metal to domestic buyers 
down a cent to 18 cents overnight. 
On March 22 domestic copper sold at 
24 cents, against the year’s low of 
16 3-4, with export metal a fraction 
higher on both quotations, that is for 
the 1929 high and low. After holding 
for a fortnight around the high price 
for the year copper began to decline 
and is still declining, with the shares 
of coper companies following the price 
trend for the metal. 

For example copper metal began 
to advance last year from around 14 
cents and continued to advance uunti. 
24 cents was recently reached, with 
this year’s market a run-away affair. 
buyers both here and abroad _ bidding 
the price up against each other to get. 
deliveries. Anaconda, the recognized 
leadér of the copper shares, started 
to advance last year from around 115, 
touched its 1929 high at 174 7-8 on 
March 21, the day before copper. sold 
at 24 cents. From its high of 174 7-8 
there was a decline to 141, when cop- 
per metal prices began to decline, 
followed by a recovery of nearly 10 
points and then a secondary decline, 
137 being touched on the opening day 
this week, on the further decline in 
copper metal prices.
